Specialty in Family Medicine 


Despite the excellence of specialists in 


medicine in the United States today, a lot 
n Americans are feeling the lack of the 
general 
practitioner, 
the 
old-fashioned 


family doctor. Xovv the Council on Medical 
Education of the American Medical Associ- 
ation is going to try to make up for the 
lack 


The first new specialty to be created 


since 1948 will be family medicine. Like 
other specialties it will require three years 
of 
graduate 
work after four years of 


medical 
school. Physicians 
passing 
the 


ceitification board examinations 
will be- 


come diplomates in family medicine just as 
their colleagues are diplomates in surgery, 
preventatrve medicine and the 17 other 
specialties 


Medical school curnculums will need 


considerable overhauling, according to Dr 
Mavnard Shapiro, President of the Ameri- 
can Academy of General Practice There 
w i l l be a need for general practitioners to 
leturn to teaching and students will be 
",i reasinelv exposed 
to the behavioral 


-eipnces. According to Dr Shapiro, "many 
rid-time family doctors dealt in environ- 
mental 
and 
interpersonal 
relationships 


without e\en realizing it. Today we can 
teach it, and this is what the new specialty 
is all about — teaching young doctors to 


practice in a scientific context those things 
that 
made 
the 
best 
of the 
old-time 


practitioners great." 


The trend in the last few decades has 


been away from general practice and into 
the various specialties. Currently there are 
only 21 per cent G P.'s as against 79 per 
cent specialists. For a lot of people this has 
meant a neglect in medical care since the 
individual seldom will go to a specialist for 
periodic checkups which could prevent 
serious illness. Often the physical examina- 
tions that are given are so impersonal that 
the emotional and family backgrounds of 
the patients are not known and they may 
be of considerable importance as far as his 
health or illness is concerned. The family 
relationships of parents and children are 
recognized 
as important, especially in 


mental or emotional disturbances, but may 
also 
have an 
influence 
over physical 


problems 
This the old-fashioned family 


doctor often was aware of but the specialist 
or assorted clinic care can not easily 
perceive. 


Currently almost half the doctors enter- 


ing genera] practice in the United States 
have had their training abroad and some- 
times it is not up to American 
standards 


The new specialty is aimed at providing 
family doctors with extensive training. 


Troy We Brewing With Peru 


President Nixon and his Secretary of

Foreign Aid Act requires that any aid be 
nit off to a country that within six months 
of such seizures has not begun negotiations 
on ' prompt and just" compensation In 
addition the United States is pledged to 
prohibit the inclusion of such a country in 
domestic sugar sales Peru as a signatory 


to the world sugar agreement, is not 
supposed to sell more than 60,000 tons of 
sugar on the world market over and above 
what the United States purchases The cut- 
offs would involve about $25 million in 
annual American economic aid and $65 
million per year in sugar sales. Since the 
sugar sales make up about one-fifth of its 
yearly S330 million exports to the United 
States, the loss is serious. 


But Peru's current leaders are leaning 


in another direction Late last year they 
:esumed diplomatic relations with Czecho- 
slovakia, Romania and Yugoslavia. This 
February they did the same with the Soviet 
Union and a Russian trade mission has 
already arrived in Lima to discuss credit 
terms and interest rates and 
Peruvian 


exports to the Soviet Union The Russians 
do not pay as much for sugar as does the 
United States and this has hurt Cuba under 
Castro But it could help to ease the burden 
of a cut-off of American assistance 


However much President Nixon wants 


to improve relations with Latin Americans 
— and one way is his plan to have 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller handle sever- 
al fact-imdmg trips to the continent with 
which he is very familiar — the congres- 
sional restrictions on terms of aid are going 
to mean tiouble with Peru. And there are 
going to be increasing problems with the 
countries under military control and where 
anti-Americanism appears to be increasing

Being a Parent Is 
Also Being a Teacher

One reason that parenthood 


is the most difficult discipline 
in the world — far more 
difficult than any academic 
discipline — lies in the fine 
line that parents must draw 
between what the child is and 
what they want for the child. 


Many children are "loved" 


in the loose and sentimental 
sense of the word — but at the 
same time the parents want 
him or force him or expect 
him to be different. And, to 
the chad's nascent mind, their 
wanting him to be different 
means he must be unaccept- 
able as he is. 


If he comes to believe this, 


and takes it for granted, then 
he has given up as a personal- 
ity 
in his own right. He 


becomes self-less, and turns 
into a kind of automaton, 
reacting to parental pressure 
— and it makes little differ- 
ence if he reacts with con- 
formity or with rebellion. In 
either case, he is not an 
authentic personality, but a 
blind responder 
to external 


forces, often for a lifetime. 


But 
the parents 
have a 


legitimate claim to "develop" 
the child, even a duty to 
civilize it, to instill values and 
shape attitudes and correct 
malfunctions a n d misappre- 
hensions 
Being a parent is 


being a teacher, only on a deep- 
er level. 


This is where the problem 


and the paradox come in. The 
child desperately needs to be 
loved for what it is, and yet 
the parent is continually prod- 
ding if to bftcom* other than 
what it is — to eat better, ro 
look more attractive, to strive 
•arder, to meet the standards 


of Hie family and the milieu 
and the society at large 


So that the parents' drive to 


be satisfied by their children 
is in constant danger of being 
interpreted as rejection by the 
child; and the more the par- 
ents hold to some objective, 
abstract standard of what a 
"satisfactory" child should be, 
the more the real child lose;, 
his own feeling of identity and 
worth. 


At the bottom, the emotional 


Harris 


task for the parent is to learn 
how to tread this fine and 
delicate line between accept- 
ance and change. Someone has 
said of God that "He is always 
pleased but never satisfied" 
with human beings; and that 
r.talea the attitude nicely. Chil- 
dren must be made to feel 
that parents are pleaded with 
them even though they are not 
satisfied with what the chil- 
dren have made of them- 
selves 


The attitude &f pleasure, of 


joy, of acceptance of a fresh 
and u n i q u e personality is 
much rarer among parents 
than we like to think; most of 
them have an abstract model 
of "the child" in their minds 
and want the real child to 
resemble the ideal one, usually 
for reasons that have more to 
do with parental vanity than 
the welfare of the child.
